lx*vy at the latter’s favorite distance*, live and a 
half furlongs. The* <*e>lt's iM'rfeinnaiice was es|»e- 
eially ineritorieeus on acceiunt hf the fast time in 
whie*h the rae*e; was run. The* track was by no 
nie*uns at its lH*st, but he <*U};aged in fast pacvmak- 
ing fretiu the* start anel came to the tinish in 1 :00, 
which was only three-tifths of a second slow»*r than 
the track receird. Had the going been fast, he prob 
ably cemid have run the distance in 1:0.1 or b<*tte*r. 
l-’ollie Levy was a worthy op|>oueut to the crack 
youngster and clung to him tenaciously during the 
lirst half mile, but faltered in the stretch, ami 
Weerth drew clear in the last furlong, llis success 
was momentarily jeoparelized when Wrispeu lost 
control of him and permitted him to take a bad 
swerve, lie recovereii in game fashion »ml won by 
thr«*«* lengths. Follie Ix*vy, tiring under her heavy 
iiu|K>st. had only half a length’s margin at the tiiiish 
over .Mm Basey for second place. 

Si*nor Alexandre de La Arena, who w’atched the 
colt’s jterformauce closely, was much impressed 
and express«*d a desire to become his owner if the 
transfer could b<^ consummated for $25,(KKl or $30, 
(MK). II. l\ llalleniM'ck. when he heard of the offer, 
remarked: “Double that sum would not tempt me 
to sell the colt. As a matter of fact, he is not for 
sale at any price.’’ 

The handicap at one mile and a sixteenth, carrying 
a value t»f $7tH». was (*onlested by onl.v thret* starters. 

I High Private. Parlton G. and I’herr.vola. TJiey tin- 
ishml in that order, but the r«*sult might have been 
fllfferent hail Taplin. on Carlton G., used liettei* 
judgment in the handling of his mount. He re- 
st raineil liini sharply on several occasions and al- 
lowed High Private to hold umlisputed sway in the 
earlier stages. High I’rivati? was comparatively 
fresh when it came to the final drive.

Earl Grey’s un- 
affecte«l enjoynn*ut of racing has endeared him to pa- 
trons of the* sport not oid.v in Canada, but iii the 
I’nited States, and the following excerpt from the 
Toronto tlKda*. describing the incidents of the closing 
day at WtHnlbiue. will be read with appreciathm: 

“The frequent instances of tla* tlovernor-Geiierars 
Intelligent appreciation of the public interest in the 
S|K>rt of racing were fittingly crowned by his at- 
tendance with Countess Grey and suite at WotMlbiue 
for the closing day of the Ontario Jm*key Club’s 
autumn me«*ting. Tin* work of preparing for de- 
parture from a p«tst ami a home that he had t>ccu 
pled for WMcn years might well have k<*pt him Jit 
the cafdtal, to sa.v nothing of affairs of state, now 
<if more than routine Importance, because «)f the ini- 
pemling change of government. It is characteristic 
uf the consideration for others w'hich has marki*d his 
entire stay in Canada that he so arranged his affairs 
us to exteml his patronage to the final «*vent of the 
Canadian season.

K<*- 
pressive legislation has playe*! hav»)c with Am**rica’s 
highest class racing and bre**ding, but it is at least 
of some satisfaction to know’ that tln*s** two really 
g<MKl .voting sin*s are Itound for a country in which 
their merits will Ik? duly appn*ciated. Of c»)urse, so 
g«KMl a judge as .lohn ih .Madden w’ould never have 
dream«*<l <»f parting with these two stallions (both 
of them out of Oaks winners) had not the fates de- 
cre<‘d that ra«*ing, f*»r the time la*ing. at least, was 
to c**ase in the Slate of .New Y«n*k, for the Master 
<»i’ Hamburg Place had implicit faith in these two. 
and It was only with great n*luctance that he at 
last de«ided to l**t them go. Mr. Robertson, how 
ever, can nmgratulate himself upon having lH*en 
lucky enough to secur** two such ln»rscs. .Mr. R«»b- 
ert.soii in tin* purchas** of these tw’o stallions, bretl as 
they are, has surely done much for the breeilers of 
tin* AntiiMKles.

For races on the flat under Hunt Club auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
shall govern and in respect of such races welter 
weights shall be 28 pounds above the weight for 
ago.
